MAHY COAL MIKES EXCEED FEBBITARY PLAN — Borba, No ;4, 5 Mar 4? 

All the black and brown coal mines in Serbia exceeded their February pro- 
duction plans. The best record vas achieved by the "Vrska Cuka" mine, vhloh 
exceeded Its plan by 40 percent as the result cf Improved working discipline 
and competition. 

At the Bogovlna mine the February plan was exceeded by 27 percent as a 
result of working one more face by the "wide face" system. 

The 9anje mines, which hare been backward In production for a long time, 
exceeded their February plan by 2 percent, and the Jelasnioa and Kostoleo 
mines completed their plans ahead of schedule. The Kosovo miners also e: ceeded 
their February plan. 

The Slovenian lignite miners surpassed tlieir February plan by one percent, 
and the Slovenian coal miners fulfilled theirs. 

The most successful mine iu Bosnia and Hercegovina was the KakanJ mine, 
vhloh after months of low production exceeded Its February plan and made up the 
production lost in January. The construction of a separation basin salvaged 
much ooal which formerly would have gone Into the river. 

She Brei .3 mine exceeded its February plan by 4 percent. The Mostar mine 
exceeded Its Fobruary plan by 19 percent, and the "Marina Bursao" mine exceeded 
its plan by 90 peroent. 

In Croatia the Koprlvnloa mines exceeded their February plan by 28 per- 
oent, the "Ivan Polje" mine 25 peroent, and the Ivanec mine by one percent. 

The Slverlo mine fulfilled its plan. 

However, some mines In Bosnia and Hercegovina and In Croatia failed to 
meet their plans.

Miners of the Kostolac coal field surpassed the February production plan 
for the field as a whole by 11 percent.

Kostolac mine was oae percent short of its plan because of preliminary 
work In progress at the mine.
